This ftrige Linguiſt, Gepping toeuery Artificer tha 
was there at woke, whtſpꝛed in bis care whoſes lookes /*!

tion:and on a ſudd ine whillt every man was ſpeaking 
to his feilow, his language altred and no man could vn- 
derſfand what his fellow ſpake. They all fared ons 
vpon another, pet none of them all could tell wherefoze 
ſo they ſtared Their Tongues went, and their hands 
gaue action to thetr Tongucs: pet neither wozds nos 
action were vnderſtood. Jt was a Roiſe of a thouſand 
ſounds,and pet the ſound of the notfe was nothing · Vee 
that ſpake, knew hee ſpake well; and he that heard , was 
made that the other could ſes aue no better. In the end 
they grew angry one with another, as thinking they had 
mocked one another ot purpoſe. So that the Maſon was 
ready to ſtcike the Bricklayer , the Brick layer to beats 
out the bzaines 2 his Labourer: the Carpenter te vp 
dis Are to thzow at the Carver, whilft the Caruer was 
ſtabbing at the Smith, becanſe bee bzonght him a Hamer 
when he ſhould haue made him a Chizzell. He that cal- 
leb ſoꝛ Timber, had Stones laide beſo2e him: when one 
was ſent ſoꝛ Nailes, ge fetcht a Tray of Mortar.

But Jam nom to ſpeake ofa People t a Language, of 
both which (many thouſands of peares face that 
Wonder w2ought at Babell) the wozld till now nener 
made mention: yet conſuſton neuer dwelt moze amongſt 
anp Creatures, TheBeil-mi(inhis firſt Voyage which 
he made foz Dilcouerics)found them to bee ſauages, yet 
lining in an Jland very tfperate,fruitfull, full of a No- 
ble Nation, and rarely gouetrned. Che Lawes, Þaners 
and habits oftheſs Wild-men,are plainly ſet downe, as 
it were ina fozmer painted Table. Vet laaſt happily a

they arenot good painters neither: foz they donot make 
faces, but marre faces. Byaby-namethey are called 
Gipſies,they call themſclues Cgiptians,others in moc- 
kerp call them Moone-men, 
It they be Egiptians, ſare J am they neuer diſcended 
from the tribes of any of thoſe people that came out ef 
theLandof Egypt: Prolomy (King of the Egiptians) 4 
warrant neuer called them his @ubicts:nonoz Pharao 
befoze him. Looke what difference there is betweens a 
ciuell cittizen of Dublin : a wilde Jriſh Kerne, ſo much 
difference there is betwæne one of theſe counterfeit 
Egiptians and a true Engliſh Begger. An Cngliſh 
ANoague is iuſt of the ſame liuerp. 
Hz odein They are commonly an army about foure-ſcoze 
marching on cong, Vet they neuer march with all their bagges and 
foote or icr= baggages together,but(like boot · halers) they fozrage vp 
ving open anddownecountries,4.5.026.in acompany-As theſwt- 
horle, zer has his wench and his Cocke with him wht he goes 
to the warres, ſo theſe vagabonds haue their harlots 
with a number oflitle childzen following at their herles: 
which young bꝛood of Beggers , are ſometimes carted 
(like ſo many greene geeſealine to a market) in payꝛes of 
panieres,02 in doſlers line freſh-fiſh from Rye yp comes 
on hoꝛſebacke, (if they be but infants.) But if they can 
fradle once, then aſwell the ſhee-roagues as the hee- 
roagues are hoꝛſt, ſeauen oꝛ eight vpon one iade, ſtrong⸗ 
ly pineond, and ſtrangely tyed together.

vnwholeſome Yozſe-fleſh, (ike ſo many Kitcs to fade 
vpon Carion) dos all the Yozſe-courſers (that rooſt᷑ 
about the Citty) flie one after another. And whereas in 
buping all other commodittes , men ſtrine to haue the 
beſt, how great ſo tuet the pzice be, onely the Moꝛſe⸗ 
courſer is of a baſer minde, foz the woozM hozſ-fleſh ( ſo 
it becheape) docs beſt gos downe with him. Ye cares 
fo2 nothing but a fayzeout-ſide , and a hanſome ſhape 
(like thoſe that by2c whozes, (though there be a hundzed 
diſeaſes within: he (as the other) ventures von the all. 
The firſt leſſon tberefoze that a Bozſe-courſer takes 
out, when he comes to one of theſe Patkets, is fo make 
chopce of ſuch Nags,Celdings,o2 ares, eſpecially, as 
ate fatte,fay2e,and well · fauo d tothe ee: and becauſe 
men delight to behold beautiſull coullozs, and that ſome 
toulours are moze delicate (even in beaſts) thenothers 
are, he will ſo nere as he can, bacgaine foz thoſe hozſes 
that haue the daintieft complerion: as the Þilke-white, 
tte Gray, the Dapple-Gray, the Cole blecke with his 
pzoper matkes (as the white tarre in the ſozehead, 2 
white 
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white herle, xc. ) 02 the bzight Bay, with the like 
mattes alſo. And the goodliet p:9po2tion þ beaſt carries 
o the fayzer markes 02 coulour that hee beares, are 02 
ought to bee watch · wo: ds as it were to him that after- 
wards buyes him of the hozſe-courſer , that he bee not 
cozend with an ouer-p2ice foz a bad peny-wo2th,beceuſe 
ſuch Pozles (belonging foz the molt part to Gentiemen) 
are ſeldome oz neuer ſolde away, but vpon ſome fowle 
quallty, oꝛ ſome incurable diſeaſe, which the Beaſt is 
faineints. The Belt coulours are therefoze the beſt 
Cloakes fo hide thoſe faults that moſt viſfigure a Yozſe; 
and next vnto coulour, his Pace doth often-times de- 
ctiue and goe beyond a very quick Judgement. 

Some of theſe Horſc-hunters,are as nimble Knaues 
in finding out the infirmities of a Jade, as a Barber is 
in dzawing of teeth : and albeit ( without caſting his 
water) hee does mozereadily reckon vp all the Aches, 
Crampes, Crickes, and whatſoever diſeaſe elſe lyes in 
his bones: and ſo thoſe diſeaſcs ſeemes vtterly to diſ- 
like him, yet if by looking vpon the Dyall within his 
mouth, he finde that his yeares haue rack but fine, ſire, 
oz ſeauen:and that he pꝛooues but young,o2 that his diſ⸗ 
eaſes art but newly growing vpon him, if they be out- 
ward oꝛ haue but hayꝛe andſkin to hide them if they bee 
inward let him ſweare neuer ſo damnably,that it is but 
a Jade pet he will be ſure to faſten vpon him. 

So then, a Hot ſe-courſer ts the Merchant, (that ont 
ol his ſound indgement buyes the faite ſt, the beſt / bꝛed, 
and the nobleſt Hoꝛſes , ſelling them againe foz bꝛeede 
oz ſeruice, with plainnefle and honeſty.) is as the Chea- 
tor tothe faire Gameſler : hee is indecda meere Jadiſh 
Nonopolitane,and deales fo: none but tyꝛed, tainted, 
dull and diſeaſed hoſes. By which meanes, if his pic- 
ture bee dꝛawne to the litc,you ſhall nde euery Horſe 
courſer fo; the moſt part to bee in qualify a coozener, by 

2ofeſgon a knaue by his tunning a Uarlet , in fayzes a 
agling Chapman, in the Citty a Cogging diſſembler, 
12 and 
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and in Smith-fleld a common — — 
will ſweare any thing, but the falt er bee the 
mo2e danger tis to beleeue him: Jn one fozenoone,and in 
ſelling a Jade not wonth laue Ales, will hee ſazſupears 
hiunſeife fiſteene times and that fozſwearing too all be 
by Equiuocation. As foꝛ erang!e , an ignozant. Chap · 
man comming ta beate te pnce ſaꝑ to the Maſe - cauxſet 
your nagge is vecie olde 02 thus many peaces alde, ano 
reckon ten 02 tivelus: hee claps his hand pzeſently on the 
buttocke of the beaſt, and pꝛaies he may bee damb'd if the 
Yozaſe be not vader flue, meaning that the hozſe is not 
vader ſiue yeares of age, hut that ye Landes vndet five of 
his fingers, when his hand is clap'd vppon him. Theſe 
Horſc-courſers ate called Iynglets, and theſe Iynglers 
hauing laide out their money on a company of Jades at 
fame dzunken fayze,vp to Landon they daius them, and 
vppon the Packet day into Sinithfield bzavely cam: 
they pꝛauncing. Bat leaſt their Jades ſhould ſhew too 
many hozſe- trickes in © auth-fteld, befazoſo greate an 
Auvience as com-nonly reſoꝛt thither, their maiſtets dog 
therefoze choole them at home aſter this manner.

the Yoaſes mouth vpon the nether teett . t ſo likewiſe of 
the teeth ol the vpper chap,wbich and oppoſite to þ ne ·
